prison, lie said, in tho fall of '64, 

The. enclosure — known as the Mull 
Pen — in wifli the prisoners: wen 
kept, consisted of it paling abort m 
feet high, with an outside platform, 
not far from the top, where the sen- 
thiols day and night walked their 
beat in light off the prisoners. 

On the eastern Hide of the cam]) 
srsjS the Chesapeake; and bare, if we 
kept within musket range, we could 
bathe or fish at any hour of the day 
— a privilege greatly appreoiated by 

those who OOUld Stand tin- exertion. 

For some k beoame a daily prac- 
tice, whenever tlie weather permitted 
the Sport, tO iisli In the forenoon;

Editor Jm i;nu,: — As a descrip- 
tion of a trip east might be of interest 

to the readers, I will give it, with 
the best grace possible. 

Some time last June, I received a 
visit in my Kansas home from my 
uncle, ( not my uncle, Moses Schaum- 
berger, but one who was not dodged,) 
from Columbus, Ohio, who told me 
repeatedly that my fourscore of 
cousins were anxiously wanting to 
see me. The last time 1 saw them 
was when we were in baby clothes, 
and I have a too dim recollection of 
that. I have always taken a pardon- 
able pride as coining from Ohio, and 
still more as having grown up in 
Kansas. When he gave me a side- 
long glance and hinted that there 
w ere some " pool \ " girls in that 
vicinity, I made ready to come at the 

first opportunity. 

So enrolling myself with the Odd 
Fellows Grand Lodge excursion to 
Columbus, O., I left Kansas Im- 
mediately after the unveiling of the 
Grant Monument at Fort Leaven- 
worth, a description of which I shall 
forward you. 

Taking the Sunday night train for 
St. Louis, I arrived there Monday 
morning at eight, and decided to lav 
over till evening, and put in the time, 

trying to find some mutes. Putting up 

with an uncle, 1 started out in the 
afternoon on that wild goose chase. 

The afternoon was spent in riding 
and inquiring. 1 found the parents 
of two mutes, brother and sister, 
named Kellerinan, who live near a 
friend of mine. They were not at 
home, lie is about thirty-five, and 
she twenty eight, and arc said to be 
very industrious. (Mad to hear it. 

1 did not have time to remain after 
night, or I would have went up to the 
rooms of the St. Louis Deaf-Mute 
Club, who are said to be a very tine 
class of mutes, having a fine society, 
socially and literary. 

I will remain a few days in St. 
Louis on my return trip, and hope to 

become acquainted with them all. 

Having taken the night train for 
Columbus, I was unable to stop over 
at Indianapolis, to visit the State 
Institution there. 1 hope to do so, ere 
I return, however. 

Arriving in Columbus, I was taken 
in charge of by a score of uncles and 
aunts and two hundred and fifty 
cousins, at the lowest estimate (a 
pretty prolific family,) and since then 
1 have been kept on a trot. 

On the same afternoon of mv 
arrival, 1 "took in" the base-hall 
game between Columbus and Balti- 
more, They speak of getting a deaf- 
mute player from one of the clubs of 
the Tri Stale league. Deaf-mute 
ball players are making a name, The 
prejudice against them is being done 
away with bv their supurb playing. 

II was four days before I had op- 
portunity to visit the Deaf and Dumb 
Institution. Arriving there, 1 intro- 
duced myself to Supt. Pratt, who 

gave me a warm welcome, and gave 

me much information concerning the 
Institution. It is indeed a line place, 
situated in the heart of the city. 
Twenty live teachers are employed, 
and a number of pupils are enrolled 
this turn. Everything is in apple-pie 
order and is a pin. 

Inquiring if my old Kansas chum, 
Ed. Mcllvain, was attending school, 
and receiving an affirmative reply, I 
skipped up the stairs, four steps at a 
time, and on opening the door, 1 
espied him at 0006. As for him, he 
had the look of " It is the constable 
come to arrest," when I called him 
over. After a heartv grip, after a 
four years' separation, wo started to

Dr. P. (J. Oiliet, Superintendent of 

the Deaf-Mute Institute at Jackson- 
ville, III., delivered* an interesting 
address to a congregation of deaf 
mutes in the Methodist Church block 
yesterday afternoon. The doctor is 
a very athletic, speaker, and handled 
his words with a dexterity only ac- 
quired by long practice in the sign- 
language. 

The assemblage was large, and paid 

marked attention to the speaker's gym- 
nastics, drinking the golden t ruths as 
they fell from his finger-tips. Oc- 
casionally a large word would slip and 
fall to the floor, creating a slight jar, 
but without disturbing those BCCUS 
tomed tO it. Before the exercises be- 
gan animated conversations were ear- 
ned fin both bj double and single- 
hand talkers. Some were SO expert 
in the. sign-language that, they could 
Watch a man talk and at the same 
time conduct two separate and dis- 
tinct recitals, one with cither hand. 

In the opening exercises the people 
stood and recited a prayer in concert. 
The unison was perfect w ilh one ex- 
ception. A young man near the ros- 
trum had a sore throat which some- 
what retarded his articulation, but be 
came in on the "amen." At the con 
elusion of the prayer a late arrival, 
who was evidently not a mute, in- 
quired Of ■ man at the door, " If this 
was the place where tj.c deaf and 
dumb met." Being informed that it 
was he glided in and took a scat. Tin 
young man was not an adept in (Ik 
sign-language. Tn fact, be knew no- 
thing whatever of its mysteries, but 

by closely watching the speakers he 
was enal'iled at times to grasp a 
thought or two. 

What the others learned from the 
sermon he could not tell, hut. from 
what he saw Dr. Grillet advanced to 
the edge of the platform, made a bow, 
brushed some dust from the front of 
his vest, changed his umbrella from 
one hand to the other, and stopped a 
street -car. Then he crooked his in- 
dex finger on his right hand into a 
crescent, drew it across his brow, and 
looked thought fully at the floor.
